The New York 


Public 
Interest Research Group, 
Inc. (NYPIRG) today 
released a study of the 


Binghamton Small Claims 
Court. The study reveals the 
inability of almost half of 
smal] claims court—‘win- 
ners” to collect judgements 
awarded to them. ‘The 
results of this study bear out 
similar studies done in New 
York City. Buffalo, and 
Albany, and show the need 
for better local consumer 
services and the need for 
state legislation to improve 
the small claims court 
system,”’ said Donald K. 
Ross, xecutive Director of 


NYPIRG. While filing and 
even winning cases-in small 
claims_ court is relatively 
quick, 


simple. and inex- 
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pensive, the major difficulty 
for claimants continues to be 
unraveling the confusing and 
frustrating system — of 
collecting judgements. 

This’ study also reveals 
that businesses are using the — 
small claims court’ in 
Yreater numbers than are 
consumers. ‘“This is the case 
despite the conception of 
small claims courts as 
‘people's courts, *’ said 
Peggy R. Gaylord, NYPIRG 
Small Claims Project 
Coordinator. ‘‘Few  con- 
sumers are aware that the 
court exists as a means to 
resolve disputes.”’ Of- 
tentimes, small claims court 
is the only available 
mechanism for consumer

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College Helps 


Campus Handicaps

Mary Schum, han- 
dicapped~- programs 
coodinator at Broome, 

~ related in recent interviews 
that. the college is 
progressing toward federal 
compliance in assisting 
handicapped individuals. An 
architect will make 
recommendations in ac- 
cordance with Schum’s 

- study of architectural 
barriers. 

As more handicaps enroll 
in courses at Broome, ser- 
vices and equipment have to 
be upgraded to assist them 
in moving about campus. In 
her study of buildings, 
parking lots, classrooms, 
and other facilities, Mary 
Schum explored what 
changes would have to be 
completed to eliminate 
structural barriers, such as 
ramps, stairways, doors. 
Having completed the study, 
Schum and architect, and 
other campus personnel will 
finalize recommendations to 
the college. 

Section 504, Title 5 of the 

_ Rehabilitation Act (1973), 
Public Law 93-112 has been 
the impetus in obtaining 
facilities which are ac- 
cessible to handicaps. This 
act has been termed a “‘civil 
rights statement for han- 
dicapped Americans.” 
According to this, public 
facilities such as schools, 

hospitals, buses, and parks 
have to be made accessible 
to handicaps by January 1, 
1980. Failure to comply will 
result in losing federal 
funds. Health, Education, 
add Welfare (HEW) officials 
ruled that structural 
changes in existing facilities 
must be completed prior to 
June 2, 1980. 

Recommendations — from 
the architect will consider 
changes, and costs. Fifty per 
cent each will be funded 
from the State and County, 
but there is possibility for 
yrants. Structural changes 
will likely be quite extensive 

because the campus is de- 


= 


centralized and many 
similar curricula are not 
located in the same building. 

For the hearing impaired, 
the college is investigating 
special services. and 
equipment. which would 
allow deaf students to enroll 
in regular courses. New 
York State Parents of 
Hearing Impaired is an 
active group which is con- 
sidering such programs in 
which students could be 
assisted with  interpretors 
and notetakers. A committee 
will be traveling to 
Rochester Institute — of 
Technology to receive ad- 
visement on this matter. 

In last week’s ‘“‘Campus 


Communicator’’, Mary 
Schum related that 27 
million individuals are 


handicapped, or approx- 
imately :11 per cent of our 


population. According to the_ 


census of 1970, handicaps 
include 700,000 blind; 200,000 
amputees: 3,500,000 men- 
tally retarded, and 5,000,000 
paralyzed. Of those who are 
blind and who are of working 
age. there is 66 per cent 
unemployment. It is 
estimated there are 12 
million disabled adults 
working. according to the 
census. Broome County’s 
population contains 26,000 
who have at least one 
chronic disability, mental or 
physical condition which 
restricts their ability to 


independently live for at 
least one year. 

Assistance has been 
provided while structural 


changes are being studied. 
laura Bennet, a Work-Study 
student, has taped 
textbooks. and Larry 
Jenkins of the Learning 
“Resource Center has taped 
plays for the blind students. 
Recordings are available 
from the Center and from 
the Library of Congress. 
These can be obtained if the 
Center receives a book list 
prior to when they will be 
needed. Magnifiers are 
available for loan from the 
Blind Workshop.

parties informally. It is clear 
that people must be given 
information and assistance 
on collection methods, as 
well as on how and when to 
use small claims court, in 
order for the system to be 
viable. 


The NYPIRG — Citizen 
Action Group Small Claims 
Court Action Center at 320 
Chenango St. (entrance on 
Munsell St.) is one step 
toward improving this 
discouraging situation. Its 
HOTLINE and walk-in 
counseling service provide 
Broome County residents 
with small claims 
procedural information free 
of charge. Since its opening 
in March of this year, over 
six hundred calls have been

An estimated five-hundred students protested the low 
evaluation given to their Vice Principal, Frank Buran, in

Dan Dodway, Chairperson 
of the Senate Grading 
Committee presented in- 
formation concerning 
possible amendment to 
Broome’s grading policy. 
Results of a survey last May 
are being finalized by the 
Senate, though only at a 
preliminary stage at this 
time. 

Dodway surveyed faculty 
in concerns of the present 
policy, an “F”’ grade, and a 
pass-fail system. Eighty-one 
percent were not satisfied 
with the present grading 
system, and nearly the same 
percentage (76) considered 
that F grades should be 
brought back and computed 
in grade point averages. 

Question three asked 
whether students who drop 
courses ought to be given 
-extensions of time without a 
recorded grade. Forty 
percent agreed, fifty-two 


percent did noi agree. This 
portionis in question, though 
twenty-one percent would 
assign ‘‘N.C.’s.’’ Fifty-four 
percent of the faculty 
favored a pass-fail system 
which they felt could be 
applied appropriately to 
some —_ courses. Other 
questions on the survey, can 
be - obtained from Karen 
Goodman, Senate Secretary. 
Results of this survey are not 
final, and have not been 


formally recommended to’ 


the Senate and College. 
Results were distributed to 
the Senate at this year’s first 
session. 

Dorothy Beaty, Herbert 
Durst, Ernst Giordani, 
Ralph Newton, Gary 
Ostrander, Jerry Ryan, 
William Swift are other 
faculty on the committee. 
Students may discuss their 
views to any of them, or if 
any group has opinions, they 
may present them before the 
Senate committee.

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SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


1) Non-collection — of 
judgments is the most 
serious shortcoming of the 
small claims court. 

Almost half of the 
climants, 44 percent, were 
unable to collect the full 
amount of damages awarded 
them. by the — court. 
Moreover, many. claimants 
expressed a_ lack of 
knowledge about collection 


procedures. Fifty-five 
percent claimed they were 
not advised of — the 


availability of court mar- 
shals to aid in the collection 
of court judgments. while 
only 48 percent received 
collection information from 
the court clerks. 


2) The court is being

utilized more as a collection 
mechanism for businesses 
than as a forum for resolving 
consumer disputes. 

Fifty-four percent of the 
judgments awarded by the 
court were to business 
people who sued consumers 
to collect bills. These include 
landlords, service providers, 
and sellers of goods. 


3) The small claims court 
is inconvenient for many 
people. 

Forty-seven percent of the 
claimants missed time from 
work to appear in court. 
Although many people ex- 
pected to miss work as a 
necessary part of the court 
process, only about half 
considered the court hours to 
be convenient. 
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Financial Aids :

Financial Aids has two 
functions. First, according 
to Fiorelli, the Aids Office is 
to insure that any “‘student is 
not denied an education 
because of his personal 
economic circumstances.” 
Sensitivity to each  in- 
dividual’s particular need is 
the key to proper endorse- 
ment. Secondly, in 
assisting the _ student, 


Financial Aids must allocate 
funds according to federal, 
state, and local guidelines. 


Though it is difficult to 
achieve, Financial Aids 
stresses optimum beneficial 
student-office contact. State- 
wide, most directors are 
concerned with ever in- 
creasing amounts of 
restrictions and guidelines 
which must be met to con- 
tinue receiving aid. If 
enacted, these new 
guidelines will have the 
effect of increasing 
bureaucratic paperwork at 
the expense of student- 
counselor contact.

should file the Financial Aid | 


Form (FAF), campus-based 
institutional forms at 
Broome, and TAP, a state 
program. FAF, sent to 
Princeton, New Jersey 
serves two functions of 
alerting your’ preferred 
school of your needs analysis 
and applying you for basic 
grants. TAP is sent to 
Albany. The major ‘‘don’t” 
is never assume you are not 
eligible for aid, whatever 
your income _ Situation. 


Agencies which are com-: 


petent in analyzing a 
student’s need make the 
determination, which is done 
independently of the College. 
Financial Aids at the college 
then allocates funds ac- 
cording to this analysis and 
according to guidelines. 
Students are responsible 
every year to initiate the 
process for funds in the 
above programs. 

Basic Educational Op- 
portunity Grant (BEOG) 
and Tuition Assistance 
Program (TAP) are en- 
titlement programs which 
operate on income, deter- 
mined from the previous 
year’s tax forms. For 
example, grants for Fall 
1978 and Spring 1979 are 
determined from 1977 tax 
returns. Both programs 
have nothing to do with funds 
given by Broome. BEOG is a 
federal grant, and TAP is a 
state program. 


Campus-based funds are 
College Work-Study, 
National Direct Student 
Loan (NDSL), and Sup- 
plemental Educational 
Opportunity Grant (SEOG). 
NDSL is a loan from 
Broome. Applications are 
filed at Broome - EVERY 
year. 


There are available 
foundation grants ad- 
ministered by Broome, 
many. of which are awarded 
by curriculum or academic 
department.

ELECTION RULES 
FOR FALL OF 1978 


There shall be one polling place in the Student Center for all positions, manned by 2 
Election Committee members or one Election Committee member and one person 
appointed by the Election Committee. 


There is to be no electioneering within 40 feet of the polling place. There shall be an 
initial check for campaign material at the start of polling and a periodic check made 
frequently. thereafter. If there is a violation, notation shall be made on a comments 
sheet. The Election Committee may invalidate the election of any candidate for an 
infraction of these rules. The candidate may appeal to Senate, and such appeal will 
stand if a two-thirds majority supports this appeal in a roll-call vote. 


The voting apparatus, after return to safe-keeping, shall not be opened or tempered 
with before the official end of the election. 


The room for canvassing should be well lighted. Canvassing should be held publicly. 
The voting apparatus shall be kept on a table. Ballots shall be tied and locked after 
canvassing. Ballots shall not be touched by any person but an Election Committee 


’ The votes are to be counted at a time fixed by the Election Committee and in the 
presence of the Vice President for Student Affairs and the Chief Justice of the Judicial 
Review Board, or their designees. 


The election results shall be officially announced through: 
a) The loudspeaker system in the Student Center 
b) The display of posters in campus buildings 

c) An election results article in the Fulcrum 


The material on the polling table shall consist of the ballots, a computer print-out of 
all full-time students, a signature register, an official’s notation pad, the balloting 
apparatus, and nothing else. 


To cast a vote, a student shall produce an I.D. card (validated) showing name, age, 
curriculum and year. This information will be checked against the print-out, and the 
voter’s name shall be crossed out in his presence. The Election Committee member _ 
shall then initial a ballot and the voter shall sign the register. The voter should cast 
his vote immediately in the presence of the official, without inci upon the _ 


Rules and regulations shall be explained to all candidates upon declaration of 
candidacy, and shall be publicized to the student body at least two weeks before the 


No Election Committee member shall be a candidate or a candidates campaign 
official. No candidate nor his campaign official shall be an Election Soe 


There shall be a minimum of fifty signatures required to validate an election 
petition. The petition shall be completed and returned to the Election Committee 
chairman by the last Friday (5 p.m.) before the first election date. 


Thursday afternoon was evolving into a standard 
dismal day until... 

“Did you send a reporter to Vestal High School?”’

Why I say thisis because when Bernard took the 
photos for the latest ‘Joe Average’ in the S.U.B. he 
and his cohorts were greeted only by sneers and were 
constantly called faggots. The spectacle they created 
was, understandably odd.

Julia Taylor, counseling 
assistant in the Student 
Development Center in 
Wales-200, coordinates 
programs for senior citizens 
who wish to take non-credit 
or credit sessions at college. 
She is on loan from the Office 
of the Aging, and offers 
assistance and moral sup- 
port to that particular group. 
In assisting with courses, or 
mini-courses, Julia Taylor 
stresses that the learning is 
done in a relaxed at- 
mosphere where the 
‘students’ may learn without 
pressure, tests, homework, 
grades, or one’s option, 
without credit. Individuals 
can go so,farinto learning as 
they —_ desire, without 
pressures faced by _ those 
for degrees or 
certificates. 

There are no educational 
requirements. Courses are 
free of charge, taken on an 
audit basis. Course offerings 
are varied, with the ex- 
ception of laboratory 
exercises in many sciences 
and technologies. 

Julia feels that she will be 
able to assist those in- 
dividuals who, perhaps 
having limited incomes, can 
utilize the college for 
courses, degrees, mini- 
courses, or just for learning 
either to improve their job 


advancement, promotion, or 
to ‘stretch’ their minds. 
Courses offer opportunities 
to those who may not have 
attended college. to those 
who want to increase their 
skills, or to those who desire 
to return to school without 
full-time studies. As noted 
before, the classes are in a 
relaxed atmosphere while 
the person may work at his 
or her own pace, having the 
option not to take exams or 
credit. Julia gives en- 
couragement to those who 
may want to return to 
school, though they feel it is 
too complicated and dif- 
ficult. 


Those interested should 
confer with Julia first. She 
may be of assistance, or 
could refer one to the proper 
person. She is the ‘‘sounding 
board” for senior citizens, 
though she can function in 
the same manner as’ coun- 
selors in the Student 
Development Center do for 
Full-time students or part- 
time, ‘younger’ students. 
Julia is willing to give any 
assistance which will make 
the individual comfortable in 
his or her often perplexing 
situation. She will help in 
funding classes and courses: 
in discussing any social or 
personal difficulties, and 
assist in answering 
questions.
